DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 
15, 2006 has been entered. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

2. Claims 21 , 23, 25 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Shaughency (6235365) made in the Office Actions of June 22, 2006 and 
October 4, 2005 has been withdrawn in view of the amendment filed on June 30, 2006. 
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3. Claims 22, 26-27, 31 , 34, 37-38 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Schaughency made in the Office Actions of June 22, 2006 and 
October 5, 2005 has been withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

Rejection Maintained 

4. Claims 21-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement for reasons of record made in the last 
Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed June 30, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the compound German term Reissfaden may be translated as 
pull thread, and that the German word Reiss being defined as either pull or tear. This 
is not found to be convincing because, though examiner agrees with the^Gerroan- 
£nglish Dictionary (copy faxed on July 19, 2006) definition, the specification and the 
drawings fails to provide support therefor, that is showing a pull thread or a thread 
removing the cover sheet as is being claimed. While there is no in haec verba 
requirement, the newly added language must be supported in the specification through 
express, implicit or inherent disclosure. See MPEP 2162. 

Applicant should note that the words pull and tear have specific and distinct meaning in 
the English language. 
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Thus, in the absence of any evidence to the contrary, it remains the examiner's position 
that the claimed invention fails to comply with the written description requirement as 
discussed above. 

6. The following are new ground of rejection in view of the amendment filed 
on June 30, 2006 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 21-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The phrase "for removing said cover sheet from said adhesive layer in one piece" in 
claim 21 is found to be new matter for lack of support therefor in the specification as 
originally filed. The specification teaches that the cover sheet is removed from the 
adhesive but fails to teach "in one piece. 
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The amended phrase "pull" thread in the claims and the specification, is found to be 
new matter for lack of support in the specification, as originally filed as in the previous 
paragraphs.
